The announcement in a recent issue of TAI 
TRIBUNE that an attempt had been made to steal 
the bones of Abraham Lincoln from the monu- 
ment at Springfield was credited by but few 
people. The crime was too horrible for belief; 
nothing of the kind had ever before occurred in 
the country; and it is not to be wondered at 
that nine-tenths of those who read the dispatch 
giving the particulars were loth to believe the 
statements made. When the scheme first be- 
came known to expert detectives (honest ones), 
—men having knowledge of the habits and 
actions of the worst scoundrels,—they were w- 
clined to laugh at it, Never having met in their 
experience any one whom they thought low, 
and mean, and devilish enough to im- 
agine such a thing, they could not con- 
ceive of a mind so debased as to 
propose the robbery, let alone execute it. Their 
views, however, have been changed by subse- 
quent developments. People not familiar with 
criminal matters could see no motive. Elmer 
Washburn was asked a hundred timesa day 
„What was their object?’’ but his answer, The 
hope of reward,“ failed to carry conviction. 
These men resolved thus: “The burglars 
would be fools, since they would certainly lead 
to their own detection and punishment by their 
efforts to get the ransom, if any were offered. 
Others again thought the story was apocpyphal, 
that it was an electioneering trick, published 
one day too late, and the Time, in a lengthy 
editorial, intimated that Grantism was at 
the bottom of it for the purpose of making 
„political capital.“ The negroes were confident 
that ex-Rebels had essayed to carry out their 
oft-repeated threat, to scatter what was left of 
Father Abraham “to the four winds of heav- 
en.“ However at variance the opinions may 
have been, and however much the occurrence 
may have been doubted, the simple truth is, the 
attempt was made, and it was the result of a 
deliberate plan evolved by 
SEVERAL COUNTERFEITERS, WHO HAD A TWO- 
FOLD PURPOSE. 
— — secure a large sum of money from 
the Government or the Monument Association ; 
and, second, to procure the pardon of Ben 
Boyd, now serving out a ven-years’ sentence in 
95 capture of Boyd, one of the most expert 
engravers of counterfeit — in the country, 
with his tools, and of Nelson Driggs, with the 
plates for the [Illinois tives,”—Paxton, Trad- 
ers’, P etc.,—was a serious blow to the fra- 
ternity in the West. Followed, as it was, seven 
months later, by the arrest in New Jersey of

Able and eminent lawyers unite in pointing 
out the true intent of the statute as forbid- 
ding such disfranchisement, and are agreed 
that the duty of the Board is not to discrim- 
inate, but siniply. to count the vote, 
The Board may decide differently, and may 
attempt to so manfpulate the canvass as to 
defeat Republicans who were fairly elected 
and elect Democrats who were fairly defeat- 
ed, but there is, fortunately, a power in the 
Courts to review and revise the work of this 
Canvassing Board, and frustrate any attempt 
to override the will of the people as expressed 
at the polls.

A LESSON IN STATES’ RIGHTS. 

The desperate design to count the vote of 
Louisiana for Tom, whether he had an 
honest and lawful majority in that State or 
not, has betrayed the Democrats into assum- 
ing a ridiculously inconsistent attitude on 
the subject of local Government. No sooner 
had Mr. Hewrrt, as Gov. Trupen’s manager, 
called for assistance in this scheme than 
stauncli believers in State Sovereignty in all 
parts of the ountry seized their carpet-bags 
and rushed to New Orleans to shape the 
course of events there, forgetting that they 
were guilty of just what they and their an- 
cestors have always denounced as unwar- 
ranted interference in the affairs of an inde- 
pendent and sovereign State. Looking over 
the ground, these Democratic ‘‘ trespassers ” 
(to use one of Gov. TDS expressions) 
concluded that the majority might possibly 
fall to Tn if all the votes secured by 
fraud and intimidation could be counted 
without any allowance for the votes 
suppressed by threats and violence, 
and thereupon Mr. Warrzrson, a gentle- 
man who fought in the Rebel army in 
defense of State Sovereignty, suggested 
that the canvass of the votes be taken 
away from the Louisiana people altogether, 
and confided to a volunteer corps of carpet- 
baggers of both parties from the North. 
Acting upon this, ex-Gova, Patmer, of IIli- 
nois, who wanted Gen. Sunna cashiered 
from the army because he protected Chicago 
from thieves and roughs at the time of the 
fire, associated with him some of the other 
State-Sovereignty Democrats from the North, 
and submitted a proposition to certain Re- 
publican gentlemen from the North for a 
conference to carry out Warrznson’s plan. 
On replying to this proposition, Messrs.

We should think this reminder weuld re- 
call the State-Sovereignty statesmen to their 
senses. Their proposition was that citizens 
of other States, without any official charac- 
ter, should invade the State of Louisiana, 
displace the lawful State officials, and pro- 
ceed to count the vote of the State in open 
violation of the law governing such a count. 
They not only proposed to displace the Re- 
turning Board, which exists by virtue of 
the law of Louisiana, but. also to count the 
votes as they were cast,” without any re- 
gard to the law of Louisiana conferring the 
power upon the Returning Board to protect 
the people against the results of violence, 
intimidation, and fraud at the ballot-box.

been infamously and barbarously practiced. 
The Election law of Louisiana is a necessity 
from thisstateof things. Without such a law 
the negroes would be practically disfran- 
chised. The fact that there is a tribunal 
clothed with authority to declare an election 
void upon proof of violence, or intimidation, 
or the forcible prevention of voting by any 
class of voters, is the great restraint upon 
such violence. The law is absolutely essen- 
tial to the peace of the State, and to the pos- 
sibility of the majority of the people of the 
State voting at all. 

The Board of Canvassers are made by law 
a judicial as well as ministerial tribunal. 
Whenever a complaint is made they hear tes- 
timony and argument on both sides, and ju- 
dicially determine upon the evidence. Their 
decision is final and absolute. They unite in 
one tribunal the functions of the ordinary 
canvasser of returns and those of the court 
of last resort. There is no appeal from their 
decision. 

The power of this Board is, however, lim- 
ited to the rejection of returns. They. can- 
not count votes not polled, and the law, as it 
stands, is largely in favor of the Democratic 
party. The violence and intimidation are 
confined to Republican counties. Order at 
elections generally prevails in Democratic 
parishes, and for the reason that the Demo- 
crate carefully avoid furnishing any pretext for 
rejecting Democratic counties giving Demo- 
cratic majorities. In the present instance 
there are five precincts which two years 
ago gave a Republican majority of about 
4,000, and would have given a larger majority 
at this time. The Register was shot, and the 
great body of the colored men fled to the 
swamps, and the five parishes are returned 
as giving 4,200 Democratic majority. It is 
within the power of the canvassers, under 
the law, upon proof that a large portion 
or a majority of the voters were 
prevented from voting, to reject the 
returns from these parishes; this was 
probably the original purpose of the 
Democrats. They committed the violence 
in order to furnish a cause for the rejection 
of the returned vote of these parishes, there- 
by cutting off the 4,000 Republican majority 
which those parishes would lave given had 
there been a fair election and a full vote. In 
order to make this exclusion certain, they 
manufactured a large Democratic majority in 
the same parishes. Since then, however, 
the necessity for a Democratic majority in 
the State to elect Tom has arisen, and now 
they claim, in addition to the extinction of 
the 4,000 Republican majority, the counting 
of the 4,000 Democratic majority,—a change 
of 8,000 votes! 

Each State has full power over the 
exercise of suffrage within its borders, 
subject to the provision that no person 
shall be denied the privilege of voting be- 
cause of his race, color, or previous condi- 
tion of servitude. This simply places the 
negro, as to suffrage, on an equality with 
other citizens. Each State has exclusive 
authority, within its own jurisdiction, to 
provide regulations concerning all its popu- 
tions except as regards the election of Sen- 
ators by the State Legislatures, and that Rep- 
resentatives in Congress shall be elected by 
officers are all chosen under State laws, in 
such manner and under such regulations as 
to counting and declaring the result as the 
States by their Constitution and laws may 
provide. In every State in the Union there 
is a Board to canvass the vote given at elec- 
tions. M one can question the authority of 
Louisiana to appoint such a tribunal and to 
regulate and define its jurisdiction and pow- 
ers. The State of Louisiana has, for the 
well-grounded reasons we have stated, given 
to this Board final jurisdiction, and made it a 
court to hear and determine all charges of 
forcible intimidation amounting to a defeat 
by a lawful election, and to reject all dishon- 
est returns of elections which the Board sit- 
ting as a court may decide to be illegal. The 
State has conferred no authority on this 
Board which it has not the power to confer, 
and the Board, by rejecting any returns sent 
will exercise no power not conferred upon it 
by the State. If there ever was a question 
of the exclusive right of the State to regu- 
late and govern its own elections, that ques- 
tion is presented in this Louisiana case; and 
yet conspicuous among those denying this 
right to the State is ourown Gov. Pals, 


the great champion of State-Sovereignty.

Let us see if we can bring home the exist- 
ing state of things in the bull-dozed parishes 
of Louisiana to the comprehension of our 
Democratic readers in this city.

THE FRAUDS. 

If Mr. Trzpen shall be declared elected 
President of the United States, that result 
can only be-accomplished by unparalleled 
frauds practiced in the four States of Florida, 
South Carolina, Louisiana, and Mississippi. 
The evidence of this has not only been estab- 
lished by competent testimony, but will be 
apparent to any unprejudiced person from 
the political record of the four States in 
question, the figures of the census, and the 
election returns of the past few years. 

Take the case of Florida. Theré is in that 
State a large colony of Northern white men, 
who have settled in Florida on account of the 
mildness and salubrity of the climate. Hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of them have bought 
places and are making the State their South- 
ern home. They have given tone to society, 
have developed the resources of the State, 
and have Republicanized its political char- 
acter to such an extent as to call in large 
numbers of blacks also,—so large that at this 
time the blacks outnumber the Southern 
whites, and, with the Northern whites, consti- 
tute a majority, which in a fair contest would 
elect the Republican ticket without the 
shadow of a doubt. Florida is a Republican 
State by from 2,500 to 3,000 majority, and 
the best evidence of it is that the Democratic 
managers tacitly admitted the fact by mak- 
ing nospecial effort to carry it, and laying no 
claim to it in their estimates until the morn- 
ing after election, when it becume apparent 
that TIrom might need the State to elect 
him. Then Mr. Hewrrr sent down word to 
the Democratic State managers that the 
Electoral vote must be had at all hazards, 
and the Democrats for the first time went to 
work by doctoring the returns. The back 
counties, with four or five hundred Demo- 
cratic majority, were doctored up to the 
neighborhood of one thousand, and the Re- 
publicans in the back counties, along the 
Georgia border, were correspondingly re- 
duced. Before the election the Democrats 
did not expect to carry the State, and vir- 
tually conceded it to the Republicans ; now 
they claim it by virtue of the peculiar pro- 
cesses of the bull-dozers. 

Take the case of South Carolina. This 
State has an undeniable majority at the least 
estimate of 20,000, and it is more likely to be 
25,000, and yet by a system of organized 
fraud, and terrorism, and swindling in re- 
turns, the Democracy pretend to say that the 
vote of South Carolina has been cast for 
Tum and Hameron. Let one instance 
suffice to show the gross ‘unfairness of this 
election. In the eight counties comprising 
the Twenty-third District, at the election two 
years ago, when there was unusual excite- 
ment owing to the failure in introducing re- 
forms, and when many Republicans voted the 
Democratic ticket, there was still a Repub- 
lican majority of 4,112 votes. In these eight 
counties the Democrats are now claiming a 
majority for THD of 5,834, and for Hamp- 
ton of 6,488, showing a change of 10,600 
votes in two years! Does any sane man pre- 
tend to believe there has been any such 
change of vote in the brief period of two 
years? Will any man, except an extreme, 
prejudiced partisan claim that such a result 
could be accomplished except by the 
grossest frauds and most unblushing 
swindling in returns? It was upon 
the basis of such frauds as these that the 
two Southern Associated Press agents—one 
of them the editor of the fire-eating News 
and Courier and the other the Captain of 
one of the Rifle-Clubs—commenced tele- 
graphing North, before the result wasknown 
or even any returns were in, that the State 
had gone for Tum by from 6,000 to 8,000 
majority. They knew that these frauds had 
been practiced, because they were in a posi- 
tion to know, being inside the ring. 

Take the case of Louisiana. Since the 
last census the black vote has greatly in- 
creased over the increase of the white vote, 
because the negroes always drift into the 
cotton and sugar States. The State registra- 
tion made for 1876, after all the names had 
been revised and returned, showed a colored 
majority of 10,000 over the whites. It is 
not claimed that 500 colored men would vote 
the Democratic ticket unless they were com- 
pelled to do so with a pistol at their heads. 
There is also a very decided sprinkling of 
whites who vote the Republican ticket, 
amounting to nearly 8, 000. If there were a

THE LAW IN FLORIDA. 

The Election law in Florida provides for a 
registration of votes by the Circuit Clerk, at 
least six days before the election. The ap- 
plicants for registry must take the following 
oath : 


I do solemnly swear that I will support, protect, 
and defend the Constitution and Government of 
the United States, and the Constitution and Gov- 
ernment of the State of Florida, against all ene- 
mies foreign and domestic; that I will bear trae 
faith, loyalty, and allegiance to the same, any 
ordinances or resolutions of any State Convention 
or Legislature to the contrary notwithstanding. So 
help me God. 

The details of conducting elections are 
generally the same as in this State. At the 
close of the polls at sundown the vote has to 
be counted and the returns made out in du- 
plicate. Within six days the returns of each 
county are canvassed by the County Judge, 
Circuit Clerk, and a Justice of the Peace, 
and copies are forwarded to the Governor 
and Secretary of State. The State Board of 
Canvassers is composed of the Secretary of 
State, Attorney-General, Comptroller of the 
State, and such other State officer as these 
may select. Within thirty-five days from 
the election (Dec. 12) this Board is to can- 
vass the returns of the whole State for State 
officers, members of Congress, and of the 
Legislature, and declare who is elected. In 
canvassing the vote, the Board is thus em- 
powered by law : 

If any returns shall be shown or shall appear to 
be so irregular, false. or fraudulent that the Board 
shall be unable to determine the true vete for any 
such officer or member, they shall so certify, and 
shal! not include such returns in their determina- 
tion and declaration. 

From this it will be seen that the Board 
may reject any return which by proof or on 
its face shall be so irregular, false, or fraud- 
ulent that the Board shall be unable to de- 
termine the true vote for any such officer or 
member. It would seem from this that the 
Board can go behind the returns, and hear 
and receive evidence impeaching the regu- 
larity, the truth, and integrity of the returns 
as made by the county officers. Their de- 
cision is final and decisive. The Board is 
not confined, as in Louisiana, to cases where 
the election has been rendered void by vio- 
lence or intimidation ; they may upon any 
evidence, which will render it unable for 
them to determine the true vote, reject any 
return. In the specification of officers whose 
election is to be declared by this State Board, 
Presidential Electors are not named; but as 
no other persons are named to canvass the 
vote for Electors, it is assumed they fall 
within the juirisdiction of the State Board. 


Commenting upon some dispatch from 
New Orleans which chronicled the presence

“ BULL-DOZING.”

We first saw the term bull-dosiug in the 


New Orleans /epublican a fortnight or so ago. 
That paper thus explains the meaning of the 
slang word which originated in Louisiana:

, twice, three times, to those whom they 
demanded should join the ‘‘Stop.” If, on the 
third and last call, they did not comply with the 
demand and take the oath, the unfortunate negro 
who refused was taken to the woods and 1 — a 
‘*bull-dose”’ of the cowhide on his nak 
A coo] hundred well laid on was considered a L 
dose for once; and the victim eithe® listened to 
such potent reasoning and took the oath as a mem- 
ber or fled the country. From a Hull! dose soon 
came the verb to dull-dozle. 


With this explanation our correspondent will 
perceive that “bull-dozing”’ isa very apt and 
expressive term to apply to the intimidated and 
Ku-Kluxed election precincts in the South.

THE SECRET SERVICE. 


Annual Report of the Chief—A Tribate to 
Elmer Washburn. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnincros, D. C., Nov. 17.—James J. 
Brooks, Ghief of the Secret Service, bas sub- 
mitted his annual report to the Solicitor of the 
Treasury. The following is asynopsis of its 
more important provisions: The total numver 
of afrests was 223. These arrests were mainly 
made for making, dealing im, or passing countcr- 
felt money, and altering Treasury notes and 
United States bonds. There were, besides, 
some arrests for smuggling, for larceny of Gov- 


ernment property, frauduignt bankruptcy, vio- , 


lations of Internal Revenue law, and for mis- 
uéing United States mails. Of these arrests 
forty-three have been convicted and sentenced, 
five await sentence, thirty-five have pleaded 
guilty, and only fifteen have been acquitted. 
The aggregate sentence of those imprisoned was 
2,306 years, and the total fine assessed was $4, 192. 
‘Lhe service is also aged in an examinativn of 
cases of back pay and bounty trauds. The serv- 
ice has also contributed materially to the suc- 
cess of seizures in revenue cases, having taken 
within the year $50,000 of spirits The total 
number of arrests made by local authorities for 
which a contingent reward is offered is 
141. Their aewregate sentences were 126 
years.

SUSPENDED. 
STEPHANI & HART. 

The billiard-table manufacturers doing busi- 
ness under the name of the Stephani & Hart 
Company were yesterday announced as having 
failed, and it was variously rumored concerning 
them.that their liabilities were from $65,000 to 
$100,000, and their assets from a quarter to half 
either sum. To get at the truth of the matter 
a reporter last evening called on a gentleman 
well acquainted with the business of the firm 
and sought trustworthy information. It ap- 
peared from the account given that the cause of 
the trouble was the extraordinary rivalry into 
which the firm had been forced in com 
with other makers. In this way prices been 
cut 8 and sales on ——— unduly ex- 
tended. To illustrate, it may be said that 
only a few years ago manufacturers demand- 
ed one-third cash and the balance on 
comparatively short time when they sold their 
wares; but now, driven by competition, they 
sometimes accept one-eighth cash, and give long 
time—even as high as two years some 
cases—on the deferred payments. A too-long 
course of this kind of business was one trouble 
with the firm in question. Another was the 
failure to make collections when due. 

The firm claim that all their liabilities will 
not exceed $40,000, and that they have bills re- 
ceivable—but not collectable—and stock on 
hand to a sum considerably in excess of that 

. The creditors are mostly Eastern firms 
who have supplied the parties with ivory for 
balls, cloth, veneers, and other suppiies. The 
Delaney cushion was mostly used on the tables 
made by the firm. 

A meeting of the creditors has been called for 
Tuesday, and the firm claim that they will have 
no difficulty in ng matters to go on.

ished. Under the circumstances my duty seems 
clearly defined by the statute.

The students of Shakspeare and of human na- 
ture, and the lovers of subtle thought strongly 
favored with individuality, and conveyed in a 
rich, sensuous, and poetic diction, will find a 
mine of enjoyment in this collection of essays. 
Five out of the twelve come under the first two 
clauses of the general title, and treat respect- 
ively of “ The Cause of Laughter”; of Wit, 
Irony, Humor; and of certain of the mirth- 
provoking characters in the plays of the great 
dramatist, as Dogberry, Touchstone, Falstaff, 
the Porter in “ Macbeth,” the Clown in 
“ Twelfth Night,“ and the Fool in “ Lear.“ The 
remaining essays fall exclusively under the 
bead ot Shakspeare,’’ and consist of skillful 
and scholarly analyses of a half - score or more of 
the prominent men and women in the immortal 
gallery of the poet’s creation. 

Among them all, the dissertation on Ham- 
jet will be the promptest to invite attention. 
The subject is so enigmatical, so tantalizing, 
and so fascinating, that every cultivated mind 
given to speculating upon the problems of Na- 
ture and Philosophy has, at one time or an- 
other, tried to pluck out the heart of its mystery. 
The text has been construed into an endless 
variety of readings, and a more or less ingenious 
solution has been founded upon each one of 
them. . Yet it has remained for Mr. Weiss to 
produce a quite novel interpretation, or at least 
one that has not before obtained especial prom- 
inence. 

The idea has hitherto generally prevailed that 
the noble Dane was either really mad, or that 
he feigned to be so; and the invention has been 
mainly exercised upon the query as to the propor- 
tion in his behavior of the actual to the simu- 
lated frenzy.

Notwithstanding its suspicious title and its 
painful and exciting contents, this book is to be 
welcomed as a valuable contribution to the an- 
nals of the late civil conflict.

Obe of the most important, as it is the most 
disteessing, portions of the account relates to 
the history of Andersonville Prison; and here 
we have the statements, in part composed of 
official documents, of one of the surgeons in 
command of that stockade. It is written from 
the Southern point of view, and in that spirit of 
violent and uncompromising partisanship which 
led the Pro-Slavery portion of our population to 
make war against the Union; yet the evidence 
of unquestionable authority which it contains is 
most serviceable. It corroborates the witness 
of the wretched captives confined in the military 
slaughter-pen at Andersonville, who survived to 
tell the tale of their sufferings, and supplements 
their story with graphic details of their un- 
matched and appailing misery.

of Science. 

In the selection and arrangement of his ma- 
terial, the author has been less efficient. He has 
apparently been troubled with an embarrass- 
ment of riches; and the mass of data within his 
grasp has tended to confuse his judgment, and 
tempted him to employ too much, and that 
without due heed to jts importance and rele- 
vancy. The consequence is an overloaded nar- 
rative, which wearies the reader with its burden 
of close-packed and sometimes indiscriminate 
items. It needs to be taken in small portions, 
in order that its stores of information may be 
thoroughly appropriated; yet this is not the 
way in which a popular work, even on a recon- 
dite subject, is to be perused. An attentive but 
unlabored examination is all that the average 
person is willing to grant a book not meant for 
actual study, and it is all that should be de- 
manded. 

The illustrations, drawn by Mrs. Mary Gun- 
ning, are of unusual merit, being original in de- 
sign, and delicately cut by the engraver. In its 
various other features, the mechanical execu- 
tion of the book is praiseworthy.

New York). a 
FAMILIAR TALK. 


PHILIP GILBERT HAMERTON. 

The books of the genial and entertaining art- 
writer, Philip Gilbert Hamerton, have had a 
large circulation among the reading public of 
America, and have won for their author a feel- 
ing of very friendly interest. This is naturally 
attended with a curiosity concerning the person- 
al history of the writcr, and especially regarding 
the circumstances which have stimulated his 
literary and artistic proclivities. The Interna- 
tional Review contains au extended sketch of the 
man and of his books and pictures,. evidently 
written by one whose sources of information are 
authentic. To gratify our own readers, the ac- 
count is condensed into the following para- 
graphs: 

Mr. Hamerton is of an old and honorable En- 
glish family, several members of whom have 
been knighted for deeds of peculiar distinction. 
The remains of the ancient castle-hall“ occu- 
pied by his early ancestors still stand in Crayen, 
—a ruin vencrable with the eld of many centu- 
ries. The remainder of the estates belonging 
to the family were confiscated in the time of 


poverty; but, by energy and perseverance, 
raised himself to a position where he could com- 
mand facilities for intellectual improvement. 
He became a faithful attendant upon the lect- 
ures of the Conservatory of Arts and Trades, 
and, grateful for the benefits thus received, 
longed to spread them among his countrymen 
who were indigent and ignorant, as he had once 
been. Out of this ardept desire grew the 
idea of cstablishing§ a society which 
should have for its ject the forma- 
tion and encouragement of popular libraries. 
The plan received tne approval of a number of 
literary and iniluential men, who joined in the 
organization of the Societe /ranklin pour ta 
Propagation des Bithiotheques Pop slaires. 
By an active and judicious method of admin- 
istration, the Franklin Society has been instru- 
mental in laying the foundation of many popu- 
lar libraries, in widening the sphere of useful- 
ness of others already begun, and in stimulating 
a desire for reading among a peasantry notable 
for illiteracy and siuggish habits of mind. 
Onl two Frenchmen in three can 
read, and one of these must spell 
his way along the printed page; hence 
the libraries intended for the use of the com- 
mon people must be simply written and most 
cautiously chosen. To aid librarians in their 
difficult search for appropriate works, the Bo- 
ciety appointed a committee of twelve to make 
a catalogue of select booke, which should be at 
once plain, wholesome, and instructive. The 
list was published in 1867, and contained the 
names of 882 works. To supply the need for 
books of the right character in Science, History, 
and Fiction, authors were induced to write for 
= direct purpose, until the demand was satis- 
ed. 
According to the American Library Journal, 
to which we owe an acknowledgment for the 
above details, there were in France, in April, 
1874, 773 popular libraries, 265 of which had been 
created by municipalities, and 508 by private 
persons. The majority of these libraries were 
more or less indebted to the aid and iniluence 
of the Franklin Society. And still, after all its 
effort, there remained fourteen out of the 
eighty-six departments into which France is di- 
vided, destitute of books tor the use of the peo- 
ple. It is the intention that the work of multi- 
plying libraries shall continue until each of the 
36,000 communes in France shall be provided 
with one. . 

The reports of the librarians show a great 

aucity ot readers. In one case there are but 

ve or six readers.a week; in another, 125 vol- 
umes are circulated in nine months; iu a third, 
129 are taken out iu the course of a year. In 
several communes the experiment has been tried 
of stimulating an interest in books by courses 
ol lectures, — the lectures being made up of ex- 
tracts from some pleasing work, with accom- 
panying explanations to assist the uaeducated 
intelligence. The attempt has been 
rewarded with an encouraging measure

Many injurious gases that 
are too often found in our dwellings affect plants 
even more readily than they do man, so that, to 
a certain extent, “Plants become tests of the air 
we breathe; and, whenit is found that plants 
will not grow in a room because of gas from 
chandelier or farnace, it is surely true that such 
rooms are unfit for man’s occupation, and that 
they cannot be used without certain injury to the 
health. in greenhouses, where a large number 
of plants are shut up in a small amount of air, 
it is true that the amount of carbonic acid is, 
even at night, less than outside. Florists, who 
spend much of their time in greenhouses, are as 
a class unusually healthy; and sometimes these 
people sleep for weeks in the greenhouse, with 
not the least evil effect. Physicians who. have 
had much experience among florists hade uni- 
formly testified to their general robustness. It 
is also a well known fact that asthmatic persons 
often find great relief as they enter a green- 
house and breathe its air; even those whose 
complaint prevents comfortable rest elsewhere 
find little or no trouble in sleeping in a green- 


house.“

FISH-CATCHING SPIDER. 

The American Naturalist prints the following 
singular anecdote, furnished by a correspond- 
ent: Just before the late War,“ says the 
writer, I was at Col. Oakley Bynum's spring, 
in Lawrence County, Alabama, near the Town 
of Courtland, where I saw a school of minnows 
playing in the sunshig near the edge of the 
water. All at once a spider as large as the end 
of my finger dropped down among them from 
atree hanging over the spring. The spider 
seized one of the minnows near the head. The 
fish thus seized was about three inches long. 
As soon as it was seized by its captor, it swam 
around swiftly in the water, and tl 
dived to the bottom; yet 
held on to it. Finally, 
top, turned upon its back, and died. 
to have been bitten or wounded on the back of 
the neck, near where the head joins. When the 
fish was dead, the spider moved off with it to 
the shore. The limb of the tree from witch the 
spider must have fallen was between ten and 
fifteen feet above the water. Its success shows 
that it had the judgment of a practical engi- 
neer.

FINANCIAL. 


There were no changes of importance in local 
dnances. The sum total of the routine business of 
the banks does not amount to more than a moder- 
ste figure. The clearings of the week have 80 far 
wen comparatively licht. The loan market is 
mactive. The manufacturing and commercial 
business of the city is fair. The customary opera- 
tions of trade and finances are transacted as usual. 
but there is beyond doubt a hesitation about new 
enterprises. and a disposition to await develop- 
ments before intrasting capital to new ventures. 
The movement of currency to the country con- 
tifues restricted, and the supply of paper from 
that source is not as large as it was 

Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent to regular 
customers; special rates are made in special cases. 
The supply of paper on the street is less than the 
demand. Rates are 7 per cent and upward.

000, 000 of silver, —$14, 000, 000 for fractional cur- 
rency, and $7,000,000 for legal-tenders and cur- 
rency obligations. 

THE SILVER QUESTION IN INDIA. 

The naval and military employes of the British 
Government in India are complaining bitterly of 
the loss they suffer through the depreciation of 
silver. The London Times prints a number of 
communications protesting against the practice 
adopted of paying the soldiers and eailors in silver 
at par, and witn no allowance for its decline in 
value. The loss amounts to 16 per cent of their 
pay. The Indian Government has declined to re- 
strict the coinage of silver, and bas 
published a Minute giving reasons for 
believing that the derangement of the 
ratio between silver and gold is the result more of 
a rise in gold than of a fall in silver. They have 
decided to do nothing to remedy the trouble, pre- 
ferring to leave t to time to bring back the equi- 
librium of the bullion market.

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not much prospect of large receipts this winter. 
Heretofore the movement has been nearly confined 
to the lower grades.

A lot of 800 
brie was bought yerterday, which it is intended to 
hold for an advance. 

THE MARKEETS. 

The leading produce markete were somewhat 
less active yesterday, and averaged easier, though 
there was not much change in prices. The mar- 
kets at other pomte were generally firm, but lack- 
ing inthe elements of excitement, so far as news 
was concerned. For this reason there is less dis- 
position to buy here, and Ices of the strength noted 
earlier in the week. The receipts of grain were 
light, and of hogs only moderate, while the 
freighting movement was rather more active. 

The dry-goods market displayed more anima- 
tion than on the earlier days of the week, but 
there was, afterall, but little activity in any de- 
partment. With the subsidence of the excitement 
over the elections, jobbers look for a revival of 
business, and many anticipate a steadily fair move- 
ment throughout the winter months.
